Russian Cruiser Rurik Sunk In Fight 


With Japanese, 


Tokio, Ang. 15.—Vice Admiral Kami- 
mura encountered the Russian Vladi- 
voBtok squadron 
at dawn 
yesterday 
north of Tsu Island, in the Strait of 
Korea, and attacked 
the enemy 
at 
once. The battle lasted for five hours, 
and resulted in a complete Japanese 
victory. 
The Russian cruiser 
Rurik 
•was sunk, and the cruisers Rossia and 
Gromoboi fled to the northward after 
having sustained serious*damage. 


Vice Admiral Kamimura cables the 
navy department that the injuries in- 
flicted upon his vessels were slight. 


The fate of the crew of the Rurik is 
not knov/n. It is presumed that many 
of them were killed-or drowned. The 
strength of the fleet under Vice Ad- 
miral Kamimura is not known, but it 
Is presumeci that ^lo iiad the Adsuma, 
Jdzumo, Iware.

600 Saved From the Rurik. 


Washington, Aug. 16—The American 
consul at Nagasaki reports to the state 
department that 600 of the survivors 
of the big Russian cruiser Rurik (of 
the Vladivostok squadron), sunk 
by 
Admiral Kamimura. have arrived 
at 
Sasebo. 
Sasebo is the island used by 
the Japanese as a naval base. 


RUSSIAN FLEET SCATTERED 


Several Warships Badly Damaged Es- 
cape to Neutral Ports. 


Tokio, Aug. 13.—The navy depart- 
ment has issued a brief statement of 
the engagement with the Russian Port 
Arthur squadron on August 10. 
The 
statement folIoAVs: 


"A'ccording to reports received 
to 
date, the enemy's fleet, which emerged 
from Port Arthur, was attacked by our 
fleet south of Yentao Island. The Rus- 
sian fleet fled during the night. 
The 
uruisers Askold, Novik and 
another 
cruiser, v/ith one torpedo boat destroy- 
er, ran into Kiao Chou Bay on the 
evening of August 11. One torpedo boat 
destroyer went to Chefoo and three of 
the enemy's battleships, one cruiser, 
probably the Diana; one ^ospit^^ ship, 
two gunboats ilnd several-torpedo boat 
destroyers seem to have separately re- 
turned to Port Arthur between dawn 
and noon of August 11. Our fleet ap- 
pears to have sustained no damage. 
Our casualties were 170." 


The Askold at Woosung- 


Shanghal, 
Aug. 13.—The 
Russian 
protected 
cruiser Askold 
arrived 
at 
Woosung, with her fifth funnel gone 
close to the deck, all the funnels rid- 
dled with shell holes, one gun on the 
port side dismounted and several large 
holes above the water line. One lieu- 
tenant and 11 men had been killed and 
50 men wounded. 


Russia Lodges Strong Protest. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 15.—By com- 
mand of the emperor, Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff has instructed M. Mellkoff, 
the Russian ambassador at Paris, -to 
request that Prance on behalf of Rus- 
sia shall lodge a strong protest with 
the French minister at Tokio. M. Har- 
mand, ag-alnst what Is described as an 
outrageous violation of Chinese neu- 
trality and of universally recognized 
principles of international law involved 
in the Japanese attack on the Russian 
torpedo boat destroyer -Ryeshitalnl In 
a neutral harbor. 


The foreign powers have also been 
informed of the Russian declaration, 
and the Russian minister at 
Pekin, 
Paul Lessar, is charged to protest to 
the Chinese government with reference 
to the serious consequences the viola- 
tion of neutrality which she permitted 
msy entail. 


Admiral WIthoFt Killed. 


Chefoo, Aug. 13.—A late report from 
Tsing Chou says that the Russian war-

Czarevitch, the protected cruisers Pal- 
lada and three torpedo boat destroy- 
ers.

Costello, who is not a member of a 
labor union, had been employed on a 
noAv building up to last week, when tho 
union 
workmen 
demanded

charge. and the contractor dismissed 
him. When he again appeared at the 
building and started for the contrac- 
tor's ofiii-e. McLaughlin stood in his 
way. 
Costello says that 
McLaughlin 
knocked him dowui. 
McLaughlin de- 
clares 'that Costello drew a revolver, 
fired one shot, which narrowly missed 
him, and then turned and ran. As the 
boy ran down the street he turnod and 
fired another shot, and before the pur- 
suers ai?;ain took up the chase he had 
dashed up the stairs to an

railway station. 'Phere he turned, and 
as the mob surged to the foot of tho 
stairs he emptied three chambers of 
the revolver directly Into the crowd.

murdered, 
opened court with prayer. He prayed 
for the spirit of a eound mind, a godly 
judgment and an unbiased verdict. He 
prayed for the observance of the laws 
of the land. He pleaded that the people 
stand by the court in its every action. 


Judge Daly urged that the guilty be 
punished and the innocent be given 
freedom. 


"The entire country stands to your 
back where you observe the law," said 
Judge Daly, "but no one Js with you 
when you violate the law. 1 wiij con- 
sider it an insult to the majesty of the 
Jaw and a personal insult to me if the 
law is violated."

15.— Vice Admiral Kami- 
mura encountered the Russian Vladi­ 
vostok squadron at dawn yesterday 
north of Tsu Island, in the Strait of 
Korea, and attacked the enemy at 
once.

The Russian cruiser Rurik 
was sunk, and the cruisers Rossia and 
Gromoboi fled to the northward after 
having sustained serious “damage.

Sasebo. 
Sasebo is the island used by 
the Japanese as a naval base. 


RUSSIAN FLEET SCATTERED 


Several Warships Badly Damaged Es- 
cape to Neutral Ports. 
Tokio, Aug. 13.—The navy depart­ 
ment has issued a brief statement of 
the engagement with the Russian Port 
Arthur squadron on August 10. 
Tho 
statement follows: 
'‘A'ccording to reports received to 
date, the enemy's fieet, which emerged 
from Port Arthur, was attacked by our 
fieet south of Yentao Island. The Rus­ 
sian fieet fled during the night. The 
cruisers Askold, Novik and another 
cruiser, with one torpedo boat destroy­ 
er, ran into Kiao Chou Bay on the 
evening of August 11. One torpedo boat 
destroyer went to Chefoo and three of 
the enemy’s battleships, one cruiser, 
probably the Diana; one ;»ospita; ship, 
two gunboats Änd several'torpedo boat 
destroyers seem to have separately re­ 
turned to Port Arthur between dawn 
and noon of August 11. Our fleet ap­ 
pears to have sustained no damage. 
Our casualties were 170. 


The Askold at Woosung. 
Shanghai, 
Aug. 13.—The 
Russian 
protected cruiser Askold arrived at 
Woosung, with her fifth funnel gone 
close to the deck, all the funnels rid­ 
dled w^ith shell holes, one gun on the 
port side dismounted and several large 
holes above the water line. One lieu­ 
tenant and 11 men had been killed and 
50 men wounded. 


Russia Lodges Strong Protest. 
St. Petersburg, Aug, 15.—By com­ 
mand of the emperor. Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff has instructed M. Melikoff, 
the Russian ambassador at Paris, 'to 
request that Prance on behalf of Rus­ 
sia shall lodge a strong protest with 
the French minister at Tokio, M. Har- 
mand, agidnst what is described as -an 
outrageous violation of Chinese neu­ 
trality and of universally recognized 
principles of international law involved 
in the Japanese attack on the Russian 
torpedo boat destroyer »Ryeshitalni In 
a neutral harbor. 
The foreign powers have also been 
informed of the Russian declaration, 
and the Russian minister at Pekin, 
Paul Lessar, is charged to protest to 
the Chinese government with reference 
to the serious consequences the viola­ 
tion of neutrality which she permitted 
xmiy entail. 


Admiral Withoft Killed.

When he again appeared at the 
building and started for the contrac­ 
tor’s ofiice, McLaughlin stood in his 
way. Costello says that McLaughlin 
knocked him dow^n. 
McLaughlin de­ 
clares ‘that Costello drew a revolver, 
fired one shot, which narrowly missed 
him, and then turned and ran. As the

him,'* he ran onto a platform just as a 
downtown train pulled in and ran into 
the arms of a big policeman. The boy 
was then disarmed and surrounded by 
half a dozen policemen who had been 
attracted by the shots, was hustled to 
a police station, followed by an angi'y 
mob. 


TEN DROWNED AT BOAT RACES 


Gasolsne Launch Turns Turtle On the 
Potomac River. 
'Washington, Ang, 15.—Ten persons 
were drowned as the result of the cap­ 
sizing of a naphtha launch on the Po­ 
tomac river, oil Georgetown, the west­ 
ern section of this city, during the an­ 
nual Potomac regatta. Four others who 
were on the launch escaped. All were 
from this city. 
The dead: Andrew ,T. Boose» George 
J. Smith, Charles F. Blumer, J. Her­ 
bert Coates, John Waldman, Jr., Wil­ 
liam Smith, Mrs. Lulu Dreyfuss, Ber* 
tha Selbach, sister of Mrs. Dreyfuss;

During the first race the launch got 
Into the way of the eight-oared shells, 
and its v/ash was such that the ofll- 
cials reprimanded its crew and ordered 
them out of the way. There was some 
show of resentment at this order, and 
the launch headed for the shore, but 
miscalculated its course, and, striking 
the strong undertow caused by a mill 
race, rocked for a moment, and as the 
passengers rushed to one side, turned 
turtle. Only a few of the thousands of 
people that lined tho shore witnessed 
the accident, but the police immediate­ 
ly set to work to recover the bodies. 


THIRTEEN NEGROES 
ON TRIAL FOR LIFE 


Statesboro, Ga„ Aug. 10.—in spite of 
wild rumors that 15 negroes were 
lynched here, all v/as quiet at the 
trial of tho negroes charged with 
tho murder of the Hodges family. Be­ 
fore court opened, men were seen in 
groups on the streets and sidewalks, 
but a request from a military ofllcer 
or from any of the civil authorities 
was sufiiclent to disperse them. 
Judge Daly found the local military 
alrctiiy on duty. The talk of lynching 
was more prevalent outside of States­ 
boro than in it, 
Rev. H. A. Hodges, of Texas, a broth­ 
er of Henry Hodges, who with his wife 
and 
three children 
was 
murdered, 
opened court with prayer. He prayed 
for the spirit of a i^und mind, a godly 
Judgment and an unbiased verdict. He 
prayed for the observance of the laws 
of the land. He pleaded that the people 
stand by the court in its every action. 
Judge Daiy urged that the guilty be 
punished and the innocent be given 
freedom. 
“The entire country stands to your 
back where you observe the law,*' said 
Judge Daly, “but no one is with you 
when you violate the law. 1 wiij con­ 
sider it an insult to the majesty of tho 
law and a personal insult to me if the 
law is violated." 
Captain Hitch and the Oglethorpe 
light infantry of Savannah reached the 
city. Captain Hitch assumed charge of 
the local military forces, now number^ 
ing 100 men.

Eight minutes later 
it returned a vedict of guilty. Judge 
Daly 
immediately 
adjourned 
court 
without passing sentence on tho pris­ 
oner. 
There wero less than 100 people in 
the court room when tho jury returned 
its verdict. There >vas not the slightest 
evidence of pleasure or displeasure at 
the jury’s finding, as tho verdict was 
anticipated before tho trial commenced. 
As soon as Judge Daly announced a 
recess tho court room was cleared, and 
after waiting a half hour tho prisoners 
wero escorted back to the jail under a 
heavy military guard. St-atloned every 
three or four feet from the court house 
entrance to the jail were armed men 
vftth fixed bayonets. No one was al­ 
lowed to enter the court house, heavy 
guards being placed at each of the four 
entrances.

The forked apple or pear tree sooner 
or later comes to ruin by splitting of 
the forks, yvhcn the tree is first trans- 
planted it is the time to remedy this. 
Cut off one of the branches of the 
forks, usually iho smaller one, with a 
smooth, sloping cut, and if the cut is 
large cover Avith a good oil paint or 
with grailing wax.

EARLY CULTIVATION. 


Few people appreciate the ,value of 
early cultivation of the soil about 
fruit trees, plants and vines. 
Nearly 
all the growth of trees is made in the 
first few weeks and months of spring 
and summer. 
If cultivation is not 
given at this critical period the trees 
will be stunted in growth no matter 
how much cultivation is given in July, 
August and September. Just as soon 
as the ground is dry enough to work 
nicely in the spring cultivation should 
begin among all kinds of small and 
large fruits. K this early cultivation 
is not given the ground is liable to be- 
come so hard it Is exceedingly diflicult 
to get it into good condition, but if 
cultivation is begun early when the 
soil is a little moist the earth is easily 
broken up and kept fine throughout 
the season. 


CARE OF NEWLY SET TREES. 
All -who set trees recognize the im- 
portance of having them 
make a 
strong, healthy growth during the first 
summer that they may safely pass 
through the first winter. 
Particularly 
is this necessary in sections where the 
winters are severe. 
Of vital import- 
ance is the conservation of the mois- 
ture in the soil. It is of little use to 
pour water on the surface of the soil 
about the trees, for, if the soil is at 
all of a clay texture, the sun will so 
bake it that little of the moisture vrill 
get to the roots of the trees. 


One of the best plans is to keep the 
surface soil loosened until after a 
drenching rain, and then, before the 
sun has a chance to bake the surface 
soil, place a mulch of hay or straw 
about the tree, putting it on several 
inches deep and extending for two or 
three feet about the tree. 
This will 
conserve the moisture in the soil. Of 
course, the best plan of all is to carry 
on the summer cultivation of the sur- 
face soil between the rows, thus ob- 
taining the dust mulch; even then the 
mulch of hay or straw can be "sed to 
advantage close to the trees.

THINNING FRUIT. 


Undoubtedly it does pay to thin 
peaches. 
Because of the inclination 
of many varieties to grow in clusters, 
it is almost-impossible for all of the 
fruit to attain a marketable size, so 
that thinning usually pays. 
Whether 
it will pay to thin other fruit is a mat- 
ter which 
must be determined 
by 
every grower for himself. In the ex- 
perience of the writer, it has been 
found that when the fruit goes to a 
market paying a good price, it will pay 
to thin the fruit at least to the extent 
of shaking tlie tree to dislodge the 
fruit that -will drop anyway, and then 
sending a lot of small boys through 
the trees to thin wherever it seems as 
if it could be dqne to advantage. 


Of course, the lads will have to work 
under the direction of some one who 
knows, and the work should not be too 
finely carried on; tlmt is, the thinning 
should be done only in cases where 
two or more fruits are so close togeth- 
er that none of them will likely ma- 
ture. 
This sort of thinning will gen- 
erally pay, but it i? a matter of much 
doubt if anything more will be found 
proiitable, 
except, 
as stated, 
with 
peaches, and possibly with plums.—In- 
dianapolis News,

FORKED FRUIT TREES. 
Tho forked apple or pear tree sooner 
or latov comes to ruin by splitting of 
the forks. When the tree is first trans­ 
planted It is the time to remedy this. 
Cut off one of tho branches of the 
forks, usually thi.' smaller one, AvIth a 
smooth, sloping cut, and if the cut is 
large cover Arlth a good oil paint or 
AVith grafting Avax.

EARLY CULTIVATION. 
Few people appreciate tho .value of 
early cultivation of the soil about 
fruit trees, plants and vines. 
Nearly 
all tho growth of trees is made in the 
first few Aveeks and months of spring 
and summer. 
If cultlA’ation is not 
given at this critical period the trees 
Avill be stunted in growth no matter 
hoAV much cultivation is given in July, 
August and September. Just as soon 
as the ground is dry enough to Avork 
nicely in the spring cultivation should 
begin among all kinds of small and 
large fruits. If this early cultivation 
is not given the ground is liable to be­ 
come so hard it Is exceedingly difficult 
to get it Into good condition, but if 
cultlA'ation is begun early Avhen the 
soil is a little moist the earth is easily 
broken up and kept fine throughout 
the season. 


CARE OP NEWLY SET TREES. 
All Avho set trees recognize tho im­ 
portance of having them make a 
strong, healthy groAvth during the first 
summer that they may safely pass 
through the first Avinter. Particulax’ly 
is this necessary in sections Avhere the 
winters are severe. 
Of vital import­ 
ance is the consex’A’ation of the mois­ 
ture in the soil. It is of little use to 
pour AA'ater on the surface of the soil 
about the trees, for, if the soil is at 
all of a clay texture, the sun will so 
bake it that little of the moisture aa'III 
get to the roots of the trees. 
One of the best plans is to keep the 
surface soil loosened until after a 
drenching rain, and then, befox’c the 
sun has a chance to bake the surface 
soil, place a mulch of hay or straw 
about tho tree, putting it on several 
Inches deep and extending for two Ot 
three feet about the tree. 
This will 
conserve the moisture in tho soil. Of 
course, the best plan of all is to caiTy 
on the summer cultiA’ation of the sur­ 
face soil betAveen the rows, thus ob­ 
taining the dust mulch; even then the 
mulch of hay or straAV can be nsed to 
advantage close to the trees.

THINNING FRUIT. 
Undoubtedly it does pay to thin 
peaches. 
Because of the inclination 
of many varieties to grow in clusters, 
it is almost-impossible for all of the 
fruit to attain a marketable size, so 
that thinning usually pays. Whether 
it AA’ill pay to thin other fruit is a mat­ 
ter Avhich 
must be determined 
by 
OA'cry grower for himself. In the ex­ 
perience of the AA’riter, it has been 
found that Avhen tho fruit goes to a 
market paying a good price, it aa'HI pay 
to thin the fruit at least to the extent 
of shaking the tree to dislodge the 
fruit that AA’ili drop anyway, and then 
sending a lot of small boys thx’ough 
the trees to thin Avhorever it seems as 
if it could be dqne to adA’antage. 
Of course, the lads w^ill have to work 
under tho direction of some one Avho 
knows, and the work should not be too 
finely carried on; tliat is, the thinning 
should be done only in cases AA^here 
two or moi’e fruits are so close togeth­ 
er that none of them Avlll likely ma­ 
ture. This sort of thinning will gen- 
ex’ally pay, but it i§ a matter of much 
doubt if anything more Avlll bo found 
proiitablo, except, as stated, with 
peaches, and possibly AVith plums.—In­ 
dianapolis Ncavs.

FRUIT PACKAGES. 
i 
Everything points to a general adop­ 
tion of the box as the package to be 
used by orchardists the coming sea­ 
son, and apples of good quality will be 
packed in them to the exclusion of 
baiTels, especially whore a discrimin­ 
ating market is being catered to. The 
berry basket of the season is made of 
paper, aud it is sold at a price which 
greatly reduces the loss of the groAver, 
lAvliich has been quite a sum on this 
item. The crate of paper is also shoAvn, 
but it looks too light, and is still an ex­ 
periment. A few gx’ape baskets of pa­ 
per are also on the market, but offer 
the same objection as the berry crates. 
A start along the right road has been 
made, however, and fruit growers Avill 
be glad to encourage manufacturers. 
A point 
Avhich all fruit 
groAvers 
should bear in mind is that the city 
resident has little room for storage, 
and hence aa’111 pay much higher prices 
in proportion for good fruit in small 
packages than oi’dinax’y fruit in lai'ge 
packages. Tliey Avill also pay more fox 
a dozen fresh eggs neatly packed in a 
clean box than they aa’111 for the same 
number, more or less soiled, taken 
from a bushel basket. 
Try it, and 
fou’ll see it is £0.

-4 PAPER FROM CORNSTALKS 


Corn Shucked F o r One Dollar 
an Acre in the Field. 
:: :: :: 


'A Kankakee (111.) dispatch to the 
Chicago Kecord-Herald sajs: A Maine 
papor mill Is making paper from Ill- 
inois cornstalks tkat sells as iiigh as 
eight cents a pound, the result of the 
new 
farm 
operation 
that 
promises 
«reat results. 
It is a farm 
matter 
that iH the use of stalks for paper re- 
sults in the farmer having his corn 
ihuskei for $1 an acre instead of three 
cents a bushel and'^in having gathered 
into kis barn all the fodder that is 
really desirable for feeding purposes. 


For years the paper •manufacturers 
have known that the cornstalk pro- 
duces a fiber that is valuable for paper 
making purposes, but up to a year or 
so ago they were at a loss to know 
kOvr to cook it to advantage. 
To cook 
the shell of the cornstalk to the porp- 
ev 
consistency 
would overcook 
the 
pith. 
Neither could the leaves or the 
¡husks be cooked with-the stalk with- 
out spoiling some component part. 


About eight years ago George 
R. 
Sherwood, of 
Kearney, 
Neb., 
began 
giving the subject of utilizing corn- 
stalks considerable thought. From his 
seat in a railroad car he looked out 
over the great wastes of cornstalks 
land tried to iigure out the solution of 
putting tlicm to valuable use. 
Later 
he consulted a Chicago chemist named 
-William Hoskins. and the two set to 
[work to devise a plan by which the 
shell of the cornstalk and the pith 
could be prerared for paper making 
separately. 
To do this it would be 
necessary to separate the pith from 
the shell, and it would have to be done 
iby machinery. 
A score or more of 
such 
machines 
.were 
experimented 
.•with. 


About a year ago a piece of mechan- 
ism was completed and set to work, 
.•with the result that nearly 100 tons 
of the iinert grades of paper have been 
made from stalks that grev?- in Kan- 
kakee County, 111. The quality of this 
paper is such as to make it available 
for nearly all the purposes of a- print- 
er or bookmaker. 
The character of 
the pith production Is slightly differ- 
ent from that of the shell. 
One grade 
of it has been found desirable for 
grocers' use in covering LktCL or butter. 
A large pioportion of the paper that 
¡has been made came from the 1UU3 
crop of cornstalks. 


It .-was first thought best to induce 
Ihe farmer to haul his corn fodder to 
the plant in Kankakee, nave the corn 
•husked and then hauling the leaves 
And the husks back to the farm for 
feeding purposes. 
Superintendent Mil- 
ler of the factory, howevc, believed 
there was a much better plan, one 
that was calculated to enlist the co- 
operation oi! the farmers. 
He perfect- 
ed a machine, the province of which 
is to be hamed to the farm, set up 
near the barn and then haul the shocks 
of fodder to the machine, just as the 
thrashing people haul oat: or other 
grain. 
The fodder is fea into the ma- 
chine, swiftly driven Ly steam power. 


The first act of the contrivance is 
to snap 
off the ears of the cornstalk 
iind to drop them Into a doble con- 
yeyor, "which carries the ears along 
endways, skinning off the husks as 
they pass along. 
Scarcely 
a 
shred 
Is left 
on an ear, the great 
bulk 
of the yellow ears coming out with- 
out a vestige of their former covering. 
iWhat little shelling ib done in tlxe op- 
eration the machine saves the grains 
and deposits them in a box at the side. 
The ears are run by machinery into 
a wagon box, in which they are hauled 
away*. 


After having clipped off the ears 
the machine runs the stalks to the 
rear, depositing them side by side on a 
table. Automatically the machine rolls 
them into a bundle that is pushed into 
a binder operated on the same prin- 
ciple as tflat of the binding machin- 
ery of a harvester. 
Tne bundle of 
stalks, as clean a» fish poles, is tied 
jwith a hemp cord and dx'opped to the 
«ide of the machine. 


The leaves and husks of the fodder 
are dropped on an endless belt that 
carries them to the mouth of a blow 
pipe, the function of which is to blow 
this material into the barn cf the farm, 
er, who finds in It some of the finest 
feed stuff that his farm produces. 


For thus husking his corn and blow- 
ing the pjrt fit for cattle feed into 
the barn tlie farmer pajs the machine 
man 
an acre and turns over the 
stalks to the latter free of charge. The 
machine will clean up six acres or 
about 130 shocks oi corn a day. 


The stalks, which have now become 
the property of the husker, are hauled 
or shipped to the plant at Kankakee 
and are conveyed to an upper room, 
where they are fed into a machine 
that separates the pith from the shell 
of the stalk. 
Two knives that are 
driven at great speed saw the pith 
from the stalk that has been rolled 
flat, so that every particle of the pith 
has been

SURGERY IN FAVOR. 


People Now Siibiult to Operations ITh« 


Once Shrank. 


Not so many years ago surgical op- 
erations were generally regarded by 
the public as a means of last resort, 
and were submitted to only when the 
patient or his family was advised that 
no other escape was open for the suf- 
ferer. 
Frequently the sick man was 
in extremes when he went under the 
surgeon's knife, and it is asserted by 
medical men that the large mortality 
in a given number of operations was 
due to this fact. In this way the popu- 
lar fear of going through these or- 
deals was increased, the surgeons gen. 
erally being held responsible for the 
fatal outcome. 


To-day there is less 
fear of 
the 
Iinife. and statistics show that the 
mortality is far less. 
This is attribut- 
ed by the profession to the advanced 
views now held and what may be 
termed the greater popularity of sur- 
gery. 
Of course, a most potent con- 
tribution to this condition of affairs 
is the more extensive knowledge pos- 
sessed by the modern surgeon and his 
greater skill. 
But there Is another 
source from which help comes; that 
is, that cases requiring the services 
of surgeons are not delayed until the 
last minute, when the patients are so 
exhausted or they cannot stand the 
shock they must necessarily sustain. 


To-day it is appreciated by all stu- 
dents of the ills to which flesh is heir 
that if the knife is to be used the 
sooner it is cone the better; Just as 
everybody knows that if a disease is 
to be cuecked, the sooner medicine is 
administered the better. 
And to this 
view of the matter the doctor and the 
surgeon have gradually educated the 
people. 
This accounts for the popu- 
larity of surgery and for the material 
diminishing of the death rate of per- 
sons passing under the knife.—Balti- 
more Herald.

husked for $1 an acre instead of three 
cents a bushel and'in having gathered 
into his barn all the fodder that is 
really desirable for feeding purposes. 
For years the paper 'manufacturers 
•have known that the cornstalk pro­ 
duces a fiber that is valuable for paper 
making purposes, but up to a year or 


6 0 ago they were at a loss to know 
hów to cook it to advantage. To cook 
the shell of the cornstalk to the porp- 
er 
cousistency would overcook the 
pith. 
Neither could the leaves or the 
liusks be cooked with -the stalk with­ 
out spoiling some component part. 
About eight years ago George R. 
Sherwood, of Kearnej% Neb., began 
giving the subject of utilizing corn­ 
stalks considerable thought. From his 
seat in a I’ailroad car he looked out 
over the great wastes of cornstalks 
and tried to figure out the solutiofl of 
putting them to valuable use.

SURGERY IN FAVOR. 


FeopI« Koir Subm it to Operations ITh* 
Once Shrank. 
Not so many years ago surgical op­ 
erations wore generally regarded by 
the public as a means of last resort, 
and w'ere submitted to only when the 
patient or his family was advised that 
no other escape was open for the suf­ 
ferer. 
Frequently the sick man was 
in extremes when he went under the 
surgeon’s knife, and it is asserted by 
medical men th at tho large mortality 
in a given number of operations was 
due to this fact. In this way the popu- 
lar fear of going through those or­ 
deals was increased, the surgeons gen­ 
erally being held responsible for the 
fatal outcome. 
To-day there is less 
fear of 
the 
knife, and statistics show that the 
mortality is far less. This Is attribut­ 
ed by the profession to the advanced 
views now held and w hat may be 
termed tho greater popularity of sur­ 
gery. 
Of course, a most potent con­ 
tribution to this condition of affairs 
is the more extensive knowledge pos­ 
sessed by the modern surgeon and his 
greater skill. 
But there is another 
source from w’hlch help comes; that 
is, th at cases requiring the services 
of surgeons are not delayed tintil the 
last minute, when the patients are so 
exhausted or they cannot stand the 
shock they must necessarily sustain. 
To-day it is appreciated by all stu­ 
dents of the ills to which flesh is heir 
that if the knife is to be used the 
sooner it is cone the better; Just as 
everybody knows th at if a disease is 
to be cuecked, the sooner medicine Is 
administered the better. 
And to this 
view of the matter the doctor and the 
surgeon have gradually educated the 
people. 
This accounts for the popu­ 
larity of sursrory and for the inatorial 
diminishing' of the death rate of per­ 
sons passing under the knife.—Baltl 
more Herald.

THE PROFITAKLE COMMODITIES.

EGG-EATIXCt h e n s . 
Ileus seldom eat their oí;í:s, but they 
soon learn tho vice. 
It usually hap­ 
pens by an eixg becoming: broken, anti 
the hens» having ouco discovered that 
the e¿:gs mako a rich, nutritious food, 
they ■'Nvill prefer them. 
It is also duo 
to tlio lack of moat, or some nitrogen* 
ous food, as the drain on tho system 
by tho prcductiou of eggs demands 
that tlio hens bo provided with that 
w’hich is absolutely necessary» 
Thor«‘ 
is no way to euro them except to re­ 
sort to a str ogom, Placin«^ tho nests 
in a dark idaco, with only enough light 
for the Jions to see to go upon thi^ 
nests, with tho nests also rather high 
up off tlio iloor, serves as u partial 
preventive, but the surest mode Is to 
have a false bottom to the nest, so 
arranged that whon an egg is laid it 
will roll down or lo ono side beyond 
the roach of tho hen. 11 the hens are 
deprived of tko privilege of eating 
eggs for aAvhile, they will soon forget 
the vice. 
It is best to avoid breaking 
eggs, or throwing tho shells w'ithiu 
reach of the hens, so as to prevent 
tho habit as much as possible. 


NOTES AND HINTS. 
Overloiiding is a fruitful source of 
balky horses. 
Tho cows sliould bo bred to form as 
near the same time as possible. 
Tho farm should be made to produce 
all that it is capable of producing. 
It is a waste of feed to give an ani- 
mul more than it can properly digest. 
It is strength-producing food that 
brood mares need and not fat produc­ 
ing. 
Stock raising and grain growing nat- 
urally go together on a jroll regulated 
farm. 
Hushing for a while and then resting 
is not the way to get along rapidly 
with the work. 
As a general rule, it will not bo a 
source of much profit for tho average 
farmer to buj’’ feed. 
There are no animals on the farm 
more particular about the quality of 
their feed than sheep. 
Bedding under the stock should al- 
w’ays bo sulliciently liberal to absorb 
all of the liquid voidings. 
All quick maturing crops require an 
abundant supply of plant food in the 
most available form. 
The feeding of grain or of a highly 
nitrogenoiis food is always dangerous 
when carried to excess. 
No one can do real good work with­ 
out good tools, and tools are never 
good unless in a iirst-class condition. 
Ducks should bo allowed as much lib­ 
erty as possible. 
Thej" do not thrive 
under coniinement as well as chickens. 
When they are kept in the poultry 
yard 'svith liens they become quarrel­ 
some and do more damage than they 
are w^orth.

The meteoric stone which fell re­ 
cently in County Antrim, Ireland, has 
been acquired by the British Museum. 
It weighs nearly 10 pounds, and as it 
fell a noise like a boiler explosion was 
heard for some miles around. It sank 
into the earth a depth of only about 
18 inches, the fact that the meteorite 
did not go deeper down'belng probably 
due to the meteorite having struck a 
stone when it reached the ground.

At the cast steel 
works in 1901 there were in the siity 
departments in operation 5300 machine 
tools 22 rolling mills, 141 steam ham­ 
mers, from two to one thousand pounds 
falling weight: 64 hydraulic 
presses 
(including two bending presses of 7000 
tons, a forging press of 5000 tons and 
one of 2000 tons), 323 vertical steam 
boilers, 513 steam engines from two 
to thirty-five hundred horsepower each 
aggregating 43,848 horsepower; 
369 
electro motors and 591 cranes from sev­ 
en hundred weight to one hundred and 
fifty tons capacity. 
In the smelting works in 1901 there 
were smelted on an average 1914 tons 
of iron ore from the firm’s mines daily. 
The coal output from the firm’s col­ 
lieries In 1901 was 1,479,334 tons. The 
total consumption of the Krupp works 
in 1900-’01 was 995,298 tons of 
coal, 
473,044 tons of coke and 97,195 tons of 
briquettes. Converted Into equivalents 
of coal this represents an aggregate 
consumption of the Krupp works, In so 
far as it Is provided from Essen, of 
1,678,175 tons. At the Meppen gun test­ 
ing grounds 735 ballistic tests were car­ 
ried out In 1901. The total number of 
family dwelling houses In the work­ 
men’s colony of the firm on January 1, 
1902, was 54C9. The total number of 
persons employed at the Krupp works 
in Germany (Including 3959 offlcials) 
on April 1, 1902, was 43,083, Of these 
24,536 were employed at the Essen cast 
steel works, 2773 at the Gruson works 
In Buckau 3987 at the Germania ship­ 
yard In Kiel, 6159 at the collieries and 
5628 at the smelting works, 
Meppen 
grounds, etc. The jiumber of persons 
dependent on the Krupp works In May, 
1900 (Including women and children), 
was 147,645. 
The developments of this firm 
is 
shown by the fact that the land prop­ 
erty is fifty-seven times larger In area 
in the year 1901 than it was in 1850, and 
the ground area covered with buildings 
is 168 times larger In 1901 than It was 
In 1850. 
The productions of this firm are so 
nuiherous, and of so high a class of 
material and workmanship, that it is 
Impossible within any reasonable space 
to enumerate them, the writer, there­ 
fore, will only mention a few promin­ 
ent things that arrested his attention 
as being “eye openers" to an English­ 
man. 
A steel armor plate for a warship, 
measuring over 43 feet in length, over 
11 feet in width and nearly 12 inchei 
(a thickness; the total weight of this 
flaished armor plate was 106 tons, and 


it was rolled from a solid fcteel ingot 
weighing 130 tons, and this astonishing 
weight was not the maximum the pow­ 
erful rolling mill can do, for steel 
ingots weighing 150 tons can be rolled 
into armor plates. 
The electric crane, furnaces and ap­ 
pliances necessary to handle such pro­ 
digious weights are all of ample power 
to deal easily and comfortably with 
them. 
Two hydraulic presses, each exerting 
a pressure of 7000 tons, bend to the 
required curve the heaviest steel armor 
plate while It is cold. 
To drive one pair of these armor 
plate rolls, engines exerting 3700 horse­ 
power are required. 
Another astonishing production 
in 
steel was a boiler plate of the enor­ 
mous dimensions of 88 feet long, 12 
feet wide and 1 1 -2 inches thick and 
weighing 29 tons. 
In the forging of heavy steel ingots, 
hydraulic presses of 5000 tons pressure 
are used, and the writer saw a built up 
marine shaft for a North German At­ 
lantic liner that was 226 
tons 
in 
weight and 233 feet in length. 
Another finished solid screen shaft 
was made of crucible steel, made from 
an ingot 80 tons weight, and forged un­ 
der a 5000 ton press in 62 hours to 
a length of 148 feet; afterward this re­ 
markable solid shaft was “trepanned,” 
bored for its entire length to make it 
hollow, I. e., to hare a hole all the 
way through. 
This long steel shaft was turned and 
bored In a lathe which I believe is with­ 
out a compeer in the world, its dimen­ 
sions being: 
Length of bed,' 166 feet 4 
inches; 
length between centres, 152 feet 
6 
inches, and all its component parts of 
suitable elephantine proportion. 
In ordnance, it is well known 
this 
firm has held for a long time a reputa­ 
tion of the highest class, and the num­ 
erous guns to be seen from a 50 ton 
gun down to a 1 pound gun, were splen­ 
did specimens of the highest quality of 
such articles. 
I saw one of Krupp’s 50 ton coast de­ 
fence guns, 12-inch bore, mounted all 
complete In a revolving turret, and this 
terrible weapon Is capable of penetrat­ 
ing the thickest and most modern typo 
of armor that is used for the protection 
of ironclad ships at any distance at 
which an ironclad would attempt to 
destroy coast defence work. 
The gun is of special crucible steel, 
and is fired electrically; the barrel is 
40 feet long. When charged with 291 
pounds of smokeless powder, behind a 
shell weighing 980 pounds, it has a 
muzzle velocity of 2690 feet, and can 
send 
the 
shell twelve and one-half 
miles. At a distance of 1093 yards it 
can send a shell 980 pounds weight that 
will penetrate a solid wrought iron 
plate 50 3-4 inches thick, or an ordinary 
steel 
plate 
351-2 
inches 
thick. 
“Krupp’s” patent hardened steel plate 
19 1-2 inches thick. 
The various kinds of portable field 
guns for army purposes made by ]{<;rn!>p 
have long been known as of the very 
first rank in every way. 
The writer was favored by an Invita­ 
tion to witness some actual firing testi 
at the gun testing range, but space will 
not allow for more than one to be dc> 
scribed. 
A field gun firing a 141-2 pound pro­ 
jectile with a charge of smokeless pow­ 
der of rather more than one pound 
with a range of three and three-quart27 
miles, fired easily twenty rounds a m!z> 
ute aimed at a target. 
At a short range ten shots were firt«l 
in thirty seconds, and every one went 
through the hole made by the first 
shot. 
Another ten shots were fired, the fin t 
through the bull’s-eye, and the nins 
were made to form a ring of nin« 
holes closely round the bull’s-eye, t«> 
show how accurate the aim, though at 
Eo rapid a speed. 
Armed as were the Boers with guns 
made by this firm, it is no wonder at 
the fearful havoc they caused among 
the British army in the late South Af­ 
rican war. 
It would require a large volume to 
describe even briefly the multitudinoua 
articles made by this firm, from an 
ironclad man-of-war down to a penny 
file, but whether large or small, the 
greatest degree possible of excellency 
is characteristic alike of all 
produc­ 
tions. 
Perhaps the most unique feature of 
all In this huge firm, especially in this 
age of trusts and combines Is tlie fact 
that the whole concern belonged to 
one man alone, no company and no 
partners, and this remarkable man Is 
Friedrich Alfred Ki’upp, the grandson 
of the original founder, and that the 
business is successful is proved by the 
return of profit made for income tax 
last year, for I am informed the pro­ 
prietor’s profit was declared as being 
£900,000, 


ODORS AND OZONE.

The Rense of smell is much mor« 
keen In fresh air than in stale or pol­ 
luted air. A pipe of tobacco when 
smoked in the open 
fresh air, and 
particularly on’ a bright day with a 
sharp easterly wind blow Ing, Is ppcu- 
liarly fragrant; the efiect is enhanced 
by ozone, and tobacco smoke in the 
presence of static electrical apparatus 
develops a very agreeable aroma. 
It is well known, again, that per­ 
sons in a crowded room are oblivious 
of the foulness of the air until they 
go outside and come in again. A per­ 
son entering* the room from the fresh 
air outside at once complains of stuff­ 
iness. 
There would seem to 
be 
a 
subtle connection between an abun­ 
dance of air and the éense of smell. 
A trace of scent is agreeable, an ex­ 
excess is sickly, some scents or fla« 
vorlngs being 
positively nauseating 
when in the highly concentrated state 
Tho artificial oil of jargonelle in bulk 
Bmells more like garlic than the jar­ 
gonelle pear, but a mere trace of the 
oil diffused in the air gives a smell 
indistinguishable 
from that of 
the 
fruit. The offensive smell of sulphu* 
retted hydrogen is more marked when 
the gas is freely diluted with air than 
when it is not so diluted. The pure 
gas seems to possess hardly any per­ 
ceptible rotten-egg smell at all. but 
a sweetish odor not unlike that ot 
chlorofonn vapor. 
These observations 
would tend to 
show that smell Is in some way con­ 
nected with the presence of oxygen, 
and that in the absence of this ele­ 
ment odor is no longer perceived. In 
an atmosphere free from oxygen it 
is Just possible that odors would not 
be observed, and it is probable that 
the smell of a substance is due to a 
change brought 
about in that 
sub­ 
stance by contact with 
oxygen. A 
correspondent relates an instance in 
which people 
living 
some distance 
aw'ay from a sewer 
ventilator com­ 
plained of the foul nature of the em­ 
anations from it, while the engineer 
in charge declared that he had tested 
the discharge at the pipe itself and 
had found no perceptible odor. This 
seems to be another case in which 
smell was not In evidence at the sew­ 
er outlet because oT the grossness of 
the impurltie.s, but by the time the 
gases had traveled some distance—• 
that is, after being freely diluted with 
air—their latent offensiveness became 
actual. In the same way the scaven­ 
ger In the sewer experiences no dis­ 
gust» while the man standing over a 
street ventilator may be overpowered 
with the offensive smell. While, how* 
ever, the first effect of the oxygen of 
the air upon sewer gases would ap­ 
pear to reveal odor, yet ultimately oxy­ 
gen triumphs, and, going a iitage 
further, reduces offensive matters to 
an innocuous and inodorous state.

Verdict of a Farmer From Choice.

NLY a short time since I received a call from a man -who has 
a responsible position -with one of the largest contracting and 
building firms in this country. 
During the conversation I 
made the remark that he had a good trade, and was doing 
"well at it, to which he replied that if he was to start over 
again he would go to farming. 


Now, here was a man in the prime of life, earning more 
than §1000 a year, Avho believes farming holds out better in- 
ducements to the young man that is offered by the mechanical 
trades. This Is not the visionary idea of the city worker who has no practical 
knowledge of farm life, and who imngines farming is all pleasure and profit. 
No, It was the mature judgment of a well educated and experienced mechanic, 
iWho has the management of a department and the supervision of forty men 
(working under him. 
As a boy he grew up on a farm; as a young man he 
^worked at farming for several years; as a man in the prime and vigor of life, 
tivith mature Judgment, and earning a salary that the average farmer boy 
fwould look tipon as fabulous, he says there are more-and better opportunities 
on the farm than in the trades. 


Here Is something for the farmers' boys to think about and well consider, 
ffrue, the farm knowledge needed by the successful farmer to-day Is gi^eater 
(than in the past, yet it is of such a nature that it may be largely gained while 
iconducting the usual farm operations. It requires no more time to learn to be 
a good farmer than to learn a good trade. 


The good farmer can get more out of life than the good mechanic; the poor 
(farmer has a better show for a living than the poor mechanic. 
Then, there 
are the enjoyments of country living to offset the inconveniences of the usual 
city life. 
Yes, the city has its advantages; so also has the country. 
On the 
:whole, the advantages are with the country. 


The writer of this is a farmer from choice, and not from necessity. 
With 
f^pme experience In other walks of life, and a good education, a good look was 
token, andi the decision was made that farming was a better and bigger busl- 
iiesa than any of the trades or so-called learned professions. 
I have not seen 
caMse to change that opinion, but it grows stronger as the seasons come and 
SO. Always there Is something to learn on the farm. 
The mechanic may be- 
icome a machine; the preacher grows small and narrow In his theology; the 
lawyer gets sharp, but limited; the doctor sickens of his pills and patients and 
^ighs for a broader life. 
The farmer only, of all men, has a business that 
ttlways broadens and develops if followed intelligently.—New York Tribune. 


Curing Crippled Children. 


B y D r . A d o l f L o r e n z , o f the U n i v e r s i t y of Vienna. 


ROBABLY the only new thing which I have to teach surgeons 
is that many malformations and dislocations can be cured by 
the use of the human hands and i)y manipulation of the mal- 
formed or dislocated part without any cutting. It Is no reflec- 
tion upon the excellent surgeon^ of America that I have 
something new to show them, -because the results of my 
earliest bloodless operations performed with the hands were 
In the nature of discoveries, and as UPW to me as to others, 
America teaches the rest of the world many things and, there- 
iCore, can sometimes learn with a good grrace, 


I have been performing these operations for about fifteen years, and have 
In that time treated about 1000 cases by the new method. 
These cases have 
included club feet, double or single displacement of the hip, wry neck and 
other malformations. 


Previous to 188G I used the knife In treating the hip dislocations and, in 
consequence, almost invariably got a resulting stiff hip in the patient. 
By the 
present method I get forty per cent of cures that seem to be absolutely per- 
fect, so that a child that has two dislocated hips and is almost unable to drag 
itself about can in a little while run and jump as well as any other. 
In an- 
other thirty per cent, the cure is not perfect, for a slight limp is left, and in 
'the remaining thirty per cent, there is at least no injury to the patient 


I have learned by my experience that It Is better to set an age limit for 
(these operations, and, I do not now generally undertake to treat children over 
six years of age where both hips are out of joint, or over nine years of age 
where one Is displaced. 
I used to treat older childi-en, but gave It up as the 
results were not good,'owing to the sU'ength of the muscles that bound the 
Umb Into the wrong position. 


At first I used a sort of screw to pujl limbs Into their places, but it was too 
rough and I gave that up and now use the hands alone, though In dlilicult 
cases the limbs are prepared for the operation by means of weights that pull 
them, some of them being as heavy us eighty pounds. 


Though the treatment of the child's malformed or misjointed limb may 
appear to the layman to be very severe, and though a gi'eat deal of force is 
certainly applied in tearing the muscles that bind the bones In the false posl- 
jtlon, yet when the child awakes from the ^ther It feels no pain. 
Recovery 
from the Immediate effects of the operation is very rapid and the child should 
be moving about In two or three days, -using the limb that has been ti-eated. 
1 want the child to use the limb' a s soon as possible, for in most cases the head 
of the femur and the socket in which it works do not work harmoniously, be- 
cause during all the patient's life they have grown a p a r t 
Use ynn remove

voice as* ^vell as in the manner. Thus, 
sincerity, paramount in all art, 
is 
basic in breeding as well, which is the 
art of life. 
So far, so good, if the 
world is to be considered and charac­ 
terized as divided into two classes— 
the 
vulgar 
and 
the 
not 
vulgar. 
But for our part we feel tempt­ 
ed 
to ask 
further whether 
most 
of us do not at times fall into the 
use of the vulgar voice? 
Listen to 
sweet woman, in one of her shrewish 
moments, happy fOAV, or to the great 
actor scolding his valet! 
In the rare 
case of these persons, to hear whom 
speak is always to listen to music, 
the reason is probably to seek fn the 
fact that they have learned the su­ 
preme self-restraint. 
The anger 
or 
petulance which unrepressed would 
have issued in shrillness, when re­ 
strained imparts a certain depth and 
fullness of the tones«—'‘the throbbing 
voice.” and so forth, of the novel writ­ 
ers. It reminds us of the old definition 
of a lady—a woman who speaks in a 
low tone and thinks in a high one.

THE FURS IN SUMMER. 
Cold storage for furs is so Inexpen- 
Carrjrini; n Summer Homo With One int* (glA'o In these days that almost every 
tlie Country mt » M oderate Cost. 
A great advantage of the portable 
house for summer outings is that it 
can bo used every year in a difiorcnt 
place. 
A family may liave a change 
of scene every season. 
Tho cost of a portable house varies 
from $30 to 
and is about one- 
third less than that of a house of the 
same size built by a carpenter. 
As summer cottages, they moot the 
needs of those who want to spend the 
summer in the country, but who can­ 
not afford to own a house and lot, nor 
to rent an expensive country home. It 
Is an easy matter to hire a small plot 
of ground, either at the sea-shore or 
in the mountains, at a low cost, and 
spend the summer in one of these 
houses. The cost of transportation by 
freight is not great, for they can be 
packed into a very small space, each 
part being flat. They are not so plain 
as one might suppose, for many of 
them have piazzas or wings, which 
may b^ added, if .desired. 
I know of such a house in which a 
family of four have spent their sum­ 
mers at the seashore for several years. 
The house is divided into five rooms— 
one used as a living room, three of the 
others as bed rooms, and one as a 
kitchen. 
In the first place, the house cost them 
about $200, tho transportation about 
$10, and they pay the land owner $50 
a year for the privilege of putting up 
the house for the summer. They find 
it much cheaper than boarding, and 
much more comfortable than camping 
in a tent. In the winter the bouse is 
either left standing or packed away 
in a neighboring barn. 
Two men can put up this portable 
house in a few hours w4th a screw­ 
driver, a monkey w^rench and a ham­ 
mer.—Country Life in America.
